of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio.  The  Bishops  deemed  such 
j  connexion  an  incongruity. 

Reports  were  received  and  accepted  from  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  House  on  the  General  Theological 
Seminary  and  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mission¬ 
ary  Society. 

A  joint  resolution  was  passed  fixing  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  the  next  General  Ckinvention,  for  the 
third  Wednesday  in  August,  1935,  at  the  city  of  Phi¬ 
ladelphia. 

The  House  then  proceeded  to  the  consideration 
of  the  canons  reported  by  the  joint  Committee  on 
the  same,  and  the  amendments  proposed  by  the 
House  of  Bishops.  A  portion  of  these  were  modified, 
passed,  and  sent  in  to  the  House  of  Bishops  for  con¬ 
currence. 

At  half  past  5,  P.  M.,  the  House  met  on  adjourn¬ 
ment,  and  took  up  and  passed  the  special  canon  pro¬ 
posed  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  relating  to  the  Dio¬ 
ceses  of  Mississippi  and  Alabama,  and  the  Churches  in 
Louisiana. 

The  resolution  adopted  in  reference  to  contingent 
expenses,  was  reconsidered,  and  the  following  substi¬ 
tute  passed : 

Resolved,  That  in  order  to  defray  the  contingent 
expenses  of  this  session,  the  deputies  from  the  several 
dioceses  be  requested  to  pay,  or  cause  to  be  transmit¬ 
ted  to  the  Secretary  of  this  House,  their  respective 
quotas  according  to  the  ratio  of  one  dollar  for  each 
clergyman  within  the  said  Diocese,  at  as  early  a  day 
as  may  be  practicable. 

The  Committee  on  the  Psalms  in  Metre  were 
instructed  to  make  the  best  arrangment  practicable 
with  booksellers,  in  reference  to  the  publication  of  the 
authorized  selection  of  Psalms  and  Hymns. 

The  Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary,  and  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Wainwright,  were  constituted  a  joint  Committee 
to  superintend  the  printing  of  the  Journal  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  session. 

The  consideration  of  the  proposed  canons  was  re¬ 
sumed  and  completed.  The  remaining  canons  report¬ 
ed  were  passed  with  amendments,  and  sent  up  to  the 
House  of  Bishops  for  their  concurrence.

that  the  still  small  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit  was  speak¬ 
ing  to  their  hearts  and  consciences.

The  impression  upon  tlie  spectators  was  deep 
and  universal.  Solemnity  was  manifested  by  every 
countenance,  and  deep  conviction  by  some.  At  the 
close  of  an  address  to  them,  an  invitutiun  to  remain 
after  the  congregation  was  dismissed  was  given  to 
those  who  were  determined  to  become  Christians,  and 
more  than  fifty  remained.  Many  of  them  were  deeply 
convicted  of  sin,  end  have  since  found  pardon  in  Christ 

The  facts  which  follow,  I  derived  from  Mr.  Dickey. 

For  the  last  three  or  four  months,  he  has  generally 
held  two  meetings  on  the  Sabbath,  and  two  at  night 
during  the  week.  These  were  attended  nearly  as 
well  as  those  on  the  Sabbath.  Their  attendance  ge¬ 
nerally  has  been  very  regular,  itquiring  little  or  no 
exertion  on  the  part  of  their  masters  to  secure  it. 

The  preaching  has  been  made  as  plain,  familiar,  and 
easy  of  comprehension  as  possible,  and  addressed  prin¬ 
cipally  to  the  conscience  and  the  heart  Care  has 
been  taken,  at  the  same  time,  that  the  understanding 
should  be  enlightened  and  informed.  Constant  efforts 
have  been  made  to  give  tliem  clear  views  of  the  doc¬ 
trines  and  duties  of  the  Gospel.  This  had  been  done 
most  successfully  in  the  catechetical  method  of  in¬ 
struction.  A  system  of  questions  was  drawn  up  for 
the  purpose,  embracing,  in  regular  order,  the  most  im¬ 
portant  doctrines,  'riicse  were  pro;x>sed  to  the  con¬ 
gregation,  and  an  answer  required,  in  their  own  words, 
from  ony,  whether  one  or  more,  who  were  disposed  to 
render  it.  The  same  questions  were  repealed  time 
after  time,  and,  in  explaining  the  subjects  involved  in 
them,  various  forms  of  expression  were  used,  that  they 
might  be  made  to  understand  them,  and  in  giving  their 
answers,  might  not  employ  a  set  form  of  words  commit¬ 
ted  to  memory,  but  their  own  language,  to  express 
their  own  ideas. 

In  conducting  the  meetings,  singing  haa  formed  an 
important  part  of  the  exercises,  and  has  been  of  essen¬ 
tial  service  in  assisting  to  give  them  interest,  and  to 
counteract  the  tendency  to  drowsiness  whicli  existed, 
especially  at  night.  In  this  exercise  they  take  great 
delight,  and  if  frequently  intrixlured  during  the  meet¬ 
ing,  has  a  great  influence  to  keep  the  attention  awake

on  this  subject  from  Gibbon  liimselfi  “  Philadelpliia 
alone,”  he  tells  us  with  a  malignant  sneer,  “  was  saved 
by  propliec}’,  or  courage.”  At  a  distance  from  the  sea', 
forgotten  by  tho  emperors,  encompassed  on  all  sides  by 
tho  Turks,  her  valiant  citizens  defemled  their  religion 
and  freedom  above  fourscore  years,  and  at  length  capi¬ 
tulated  with  the  proudest  of  the  Ottomans.  Among 
the  Cl  reek  colonies  and  Churches  of  Asia  Minor  Phila¬ 
delphia  is  still  erect,  a  column  in  a  scene  of  ruins.'* 
Such  a  testimony  needs  no  comment! 

I  remcmlier  also  to  have  heard  the  following  incident 
from  the  lamented  Dr.  John  II.  Rice:  A  learned  infi¬ 
del  once  in  his  presence,  charged  this  Society  with  the 
design  to  subvert  the  liberties  of  our  country  !  “other¬ 
wise,  said  he,  if  Bible  Societies  are  not  unfriendly  to 
liberty,  how  comes  it  tliat  tlie  Autocrat  Alexander  is 
the  friend  and  patron  of  Bible  Societies  ?  Do  you  think 
he  is  tho  friend  of  freedom  ?”  Dr.  R.  replied,  “  Sir, 
Alexander  is  not  the  friend  of  freedom  ;  he  does  not 
know  what  he  is  doing.  He  will  find  out  soon.  I  pre¬ 
dict  that  in  less  than  one  year  he  will  put  down  Bible 
Societies  in  his  empire.”  It  was  a  bold  prediction— 
But  it  was  uttered  by  a  great  and  good  man,  who  wise¬ 
ly  foresaw,  and  no  Ic^s  truly  than  nobly  foretold  the 
actual  event.  In  less  than  half  a  year  the  imperial 
Ukase  appeared,  abolishing  Bible  Societies  throughout 
the  empire. 

Yes,  the  Bible  is  the  great  liberator  of  man.  It  is 
dreadful  to  tyrants  only.  When  it  rules  the  world  all 
nations  will  be  free — but  not  before. 

To  us  then,  this  is  a  work,  at  once  the  most  respon¬ 
sible  and  peculiar,  whether  we  regard  the  word  of  God 
as  the  supreme  source,  iiistrumentally,  of  our  own 
blessings,  or  as  the  great  means  of  imparting  the  same 
blessings  toother  nation.s.  In  either  view  it  ought  to 
enlist  the  nfieclions,  the  enterprise,  and  wealth  of  the 
American  people. 

It  may  be  added,  that  we  have  extraordinary  facilities 
for  doing  this  service.  Other  nations  feel  a  peculiar 
interest  in  our  free  institutions.  A  fair  experiment 
has  here  been  made  of  the  great  principles  of  civil  and 
religious  liberty.  These  principles,  though  old  as  the 
Bible,  have  grown  obsolete  amidst  political  oppression 
and  religious  establishments.  We  have  be<;n  enabled 
to  restore  them  to  proper  u.«e.  The  nations  see  it. 
They  admire  the  illustration  as  they  gaze  upon  it,  and 
feel  a  conciliated  spirit  toward  our  philanthropic  enter* 
prise  as  well  as  our  free  irislitulioiis. 

Besides,  we  ore  barred  alike  by  our  constitution; 
and  our  national  habits,  from  all  foreign  conquests. 
This  also  is  pulicly  known  wherever  we  are  known, 
and  it  must  takeaway  the  feeling  with  the  occasion, 
of  foreign  jealousy  toward  our  benevolent  exertions
